FOR this inconliderable Trade, they have a boundleſs Cherter, not only for the 
Sole-Trade of all Seas , Bays , Creeks , Rivers, Laker , Ec. from the Entrance of 
Hudſon Straits , with all the Lands and Territories, upon the Countries , Coaſts 
and Confines of the ſame : The Royalty of the Sea , and Propricty of the Land, 
with all Vines, Royal and otherwiſe, but alſo the Sole Trade of all Havens, Rivers, 
© c. into which they can find Entrance , or Paſſage by Land or Water , out of theſe 
Territories afore-ſa1d , whether diſcovered or not diſcovered , and © the Natives 
and People Inhabiting in thoſe Places , together with all other Nation. Inhabiting 
the Coaſts adjacent io thoſe Flaces 3 Excluſive to all Others. |

THOSE Forrtspretended to be built by the Hadſon-Bay Company , are no bet- 
ter than Pig-Sties, in England, nor of greater Strength; being a tew Pize-Trees, ſqua- 
red and laid one upon another, and ramm'd only with Moſs, ro keep outthe Wind. 

THE Snm of all is this, The Hudſon's Bay Company's Charter is boundleſs , and 
ſo void by Law ; it gives Sovereign Power, which as we humbly conceive, is not con- 
fiſtent with the Wiſdom of this Narion to grant. It was obtained upon a ſpecious pre- 
tence of diſcovering the North-Weſt Patlage into the South Seas, which was never dif- 
covered. It vaner + the greareſt part of the Trade of New-Tork, and New-Exngland, 
the moſt advantageous Trades to this Nation of any not Incorporated. Ir cramps In- 
duſtry , and diſcourageth I nity, and 1s 1n it ſelf of no moment to the Nation.
